circle of friends and relatives are sadly bereaved 
and the community'loses one'of its promising 
young men. Carefuliy nurtured from his boyhood 
ip. his character and life were singularly blame- 
loss. He was industrious as a student, gentle¬ 
manly and genial, modest, self-respecting and re¬ 
spectful to others In social intercourse. But re¬ 
cently beginning the practice of his chosen pr«- 
fcBsion, as a member of.the Suffolk Bar, and form¬ 
ing tbe’ closest of domestic ties; returning only a 
few months since from a tour abroad; in his early 
manhood,be has been suddenly removed by that 
insidious and baffling disease of which so many in 
Kew England are the victims. Such a departure 
must seem an irreparable loss to those whom it 
most nearly affects; and only the strongest faith 
can teach the needed lesson of submission; al¬ 
though, as in this case, they have all the human 
sympathy possible from those who knew him 

they so mis» and mourn. 

The deceased was the only child of the Her. 
(jCorge E. Ellis, D. D., who held him in his heart 
with constantly yearning affection and justifiable 
pride, from his very childhood; and found in him, 
from early youth, a companion as well as a son. 
He bore the honored name of the founder of the 
college from which he graduated in 1863. He was 
interested in legal and historical studies and gen¬ 
eral literature; writing, on subjects for which ho 
had a partiality, with facility, care and uneiagger- 
ated good sense. The Transcript, with other j our- 
nals, was often favored with his communications; 
and our readers will recall his pleasant letters 
from Europe published in our columns, last year, 
over the signature of K. 

Of his worth in strong principles, conscientious 
regard for duty and kindly disposition, we had such 
constant observation that he leaves a marked 
vacancy among the young men we have looked 
noon as fit to faithfully take the responsibilities 
and fill the places of tbe generation passing away. 

Such a death can hardly be otherwise regarded 
than as premature; and, though well for him, 
much is lost to us when tbe presence of one so fit, 
apparently, to lire wisely and well for years to 
come, is suddenly missed. But before the ordina¬ 
tion of higher than man's wisdom, the head must 
bow and heart be still; whilst the mourn.ul con¬ 
solation is vouchsafed of a bright memory of ma¬ 
turing manliness, that can be cherished with hon¬ 
oring esteem as well as with warmest affection. •

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Mr. Philip S. Sprague, a resident member of the Boston Numismatic Society, 
died at Montpelier, Vt., his native place, on the sixth day of August last, in the forty- 
fifth year of his age. We have received from an intimate friend of his the following 
notice of our late member:—“About 1862 he commenced the study of Entomology 
with me at the State Cabinet of Natural History, displaying a marked taste for the 
Lepidoptera, and during the intervals of his business made considerable progress in 
biological investigations, as well as in the technology of the science. Circumstances 
soon induced him to direct his attention chiefly to the Coleoptera, and here his assiduity 
in making collections, his accuracy in the determination of species, and his studies in 
the microscopic anatomy of thisorder, gave his opinions weight among naturalists. His 
keen appreciation of the labors of his predecessors, and his love of neatness and method 
evinced themselves in all that he did. At the time of his death he had been for some 
months a valuable assistant and member of the Boston Society of Natural History, 
where many of his works remain to speak for themselves. Among his associates there, 
he was distinguished for his geniality of manner and never failing readiness to assist 
younger students. At the time of his death his fame and foreign correspondence were 
somewhat extended, and he was actively engaged in the preparation of materials for an 
illustrative cabinet of the Natural History of his native State. He had published from 
time to time in the Canadian Entomologist and the Proceedings of the Natural History 
Society carefully elaborated results of his work, and contributed to various other 
periodicals devoted to his favorite branch of investigation. His fine private cabinet of 
insects, principally of the Coleopterous Order, in accordance with his expressed deter¬ 
mination, forms a part of the Museum of the Society to which he was attached, and is in 
itself no mean monument to his memory. f. g. s.
